the views of prom inent Am ericans as 
to the advisability of such a confer­ 
ence. 
All m em bers of congress, governors 
of all states, 1,000 editors, 100 college 
presidents and a num ber of prom inent 
citizens will he ask ed by the Legion to 
express an opinion on the proposal 
which would involve the holding of a 
m eeting in W ashington, sim ilar to the 
naval disarm am ent conference, to 1*‘ 
attended by representatives of all lead­ 
ing world powers for the purpose of 
reaching some agreem ent as to the 
num ber of fighting and observation 
planes to be m aintained by each. 
If the opinion of the national lead- 
ers is favorable to the Legion’s proj­ 
ect, President Coolidgo will he ask ed 
to call an international conference. 
A 
necessity for im m ediate action in the 
m a tte r of lim itation of air arm am ent 
exists since F rance took tin* lead in an 
air-construetion program, and the re­ 
m aining 
European 
pow ers have en­ 
tered the m ad race to overtak e the 
French. 
F ra nc e at the present time 
has 140 squadrons of the m ilitary ma­ 
chines and plans to have 220 at the 
end of 1925. 
The planes will carry 75- 
m lllim eter cannons and will also he 
used to transport six machine guns 
and their crows. 
T he plans include 
m achines which will serve as actual 
troopships of the air. 
F l -¡..r. 1 is the nearest competitor, 
having appropriated $27,500,000 to en­ 
large he r air arm ada. 
It litas been es­ 
tim ated that by 1920 England will be 
able to send aloft only 024 b attle m a­ 
chines in com parison w ith F ra nc e ’s 1,- 
530 air fighters. 
Italy and Russia have 
actively entered the race, the latter 
planning to have 10,000 planes in op­ 
eration. 
A statem ent issued recently by N a­ 
tional Com m ander Alvin Owsley calls 
attention to the fact tha t naval and 
li*nd forces have been reduced by na ­ 
tional agreem ent and that the Legion 
proposes to a tte m pt to obtain sim ilar 
m easures governing aircraft. 
“T he crying need of the world today 
is peace— industrial, commercial, eco­ 
nomic peace—-a restoration from the 
ravages and horrors of war, a settling 
down and getting hack to the sane pur­ 
suits of industry, quietude of he a rt and 
mind, to live in safe seclusion away 
from the covetousness of the invader,” 
the statem ent reads.

do not Jet the penitentiary overshadow 
our hearts. 
Little Miss Esther Biggs occupied a 
cottage at Lite other end of town.

aud fifty, thin, fading, hut very much 
beloved. How could anyone help loving 
Miss Esther? She would go the limit to 
help anyone who was in need of her. 
People wondered mat she had never 
married.

New Cadmfum-GslUum Lamp. 
The production of light sources from 
which pure monochromatic 
light 
of 
various wave lengths 
and 
great 
in­ 
tensity may be obtained 
is 
from 
a 
practical 
viewpoint 
of great 
impor­ 
tance in the field of optics. 
During the past month, the bureau 
of standards has constructed an en­ 
closed quartz vacuum lamp using an 
alloy of gallium and zinc, similar in 
many respects to tho cftdmium-gaUlum 
lamp previously designed. The design 
of the new lamp has been so perfected 
that the lamp operates quite satisfac­ 
torily with very little flickering, giv­ 
ing several intense lines, one red and 
several blue and green. 
Preliminary experiments’ have been 
made In connection with the produce 
tion of a thallium lamp, bot the re­ 
sults so far have not been entirely 
satisfactory owing to the high tem­ 
perature nt which it Is necessary to 
run the lamp to prevent the thallium 
from depositing on the walls of the 
light space, thus covering up the arc. 
—Scientific American.

conference to stop the present lair con­ 
struction race will be recommended by 
the American Legion, which will con­ 
duct a national referendum to obtain 
the views of prominent Americans as 
to the advisability of sinh a confer­ 
ence. 
All members of congress, governors 
of all states, 1,000 editors. IOO college 
presidents and a number of prominent 
citizens will be asked by the Legion to 
express ‘an opinion on the proposal 
which would involve the holding of a 
meeting in Washington, similar to the 
naval disarmament conference, to be 
attended by representatives of all lend­ 
ing world powers for the purpose of 
reaching some agreement as to the 
number of fighting and observation 
planes to he maintained by each. 
If the opinion of the national lead­ 
ers Is favorable to the Legion’s proj- 
. ect, President Coolidge will he asked 
to call an international conference. 
A 
necessity for immediate action In the 
m atter of limitation of air armament 
exists since France look the lead In an 
air-construction program, and the re­ 
maining European powers have en­ 
tered the mad race to overtake the 
French. 
France at the present time 
bus 140 squadrons of the military ma­ 
chines and plan* to have 220 at the 
end of 1925. The planes will carry 75- 
milllmeter cannons and will also be 
used to transport six machine guns 
and their crews. 
The plans Include 
machines which will serve as actual 
troopships of the ti lr. 
E l Lr. I is the nearest competitor, i 
having appropriated $27,500,000 to en- ; 
large her air armada. 
It Inns been es­ 
timated that by 1926 England will be 
able to send aloft only 624 battle ma­ 
chines in comparison with France’s I,* 
530 air fighters. 
Italy and Russia have 
actively entered the rnce, the latter 
planning to have IO,(XX) planes in op­ 
eration. 
A statem ent issued recently by Na­ 
tional Commander Alvin Owsley calls 
attention to the fact thsit naval and 
land forces have been reduced by na­ 
tional agreement and that the Legion 
proposes to attem pt to obtain similar 
measures governing aircraft. 
“The crying need of the world today 
Is peace— industrial, commercial, eco­ 
nomic peace*—a restoration from the 
ravages and horrors of war, a settling 
down and getting back ti) the sane pur­ 
suits of Industry, quietude of heart and 
mind, to Im* in safe seclusion away 
from tile covetousness of the invader,’* 
the statem ent reads. 
“Can wre of the Legion who were 
their comrades >n arras not ask the 
nations to pause and see, w hat they 
are doing? 
Preparedness in a larger 
cerise means a temptiatlon to use that 
which Is being prepared to tight. 
The 
wounds of tin* last titanic trouble are 
still gaping open ; the life blood of the 
nations is still pouring out because of 
too much preparedness for battle. 
“I propose to the world preparedness 
for peace—a coming together in a 
great world conference for the limita­ 
tion of airplanes for war instead of w ar 
to destruction. 
I challenge the right 
of any nation to prepare any instru­ 
ment of destruction and claim the 
name of 
defender of world 
peace. 
Peace will come when the people of the 
world will to have pea cs and express 
their will In solemn declaration ami 
covenant sealed with honor. 
“America Is ready to lead tin* way to 
secure peace in the air and she has 
gone far by example to make war im­ 
possible on lan I and sea.” 


Honor Among Chinese. 
It appears that there is a very high 
sense of honor among Chinese, writes 
Henry Crosby Emery, LL. D. 
So la 
there among the merchants of Amer­ 
ica, England, Germany and other coun­ 
tries. 
Again the differences between 
individuals are infinitely greater than 
those between nations. 
To all this 
must be added that, since China is an 
older country, her merchants devel­ 
oped a sense of honor long before 
western countries. 
At a time when 
European co: iv ne roe was half trade 
and half piracy, China had developed 
this high commercial morality. 
It is 
probably tile half Duo sneering traders 
who first brought news of this strange 
I and honorable <.ustom lo lands w ho as 
[yet knew It not. 
Today Chinese com­ 
mercial hon r and English or Ameri­ 
can coram*!< Ll honor differ little ex­ 
cept that China hart developed it* cen­ 
turies before it was adopted tn foreign 
lauds.—Harper's Magazine. 


New and Valuable Fertilizer. 
“Nitrated p ert” is the fertilizer pro­ 
duced by an Italian chemist from ex­ 
plosives containing ammonium nitrate. 
The explosive is placed in a measured 
amount of water, which dissohes out 
the nitrate, and after a short time is 
dot anted as a saturated solution. This 
is mixed with peat powder and evap­ 
orated. 
The product contains about 
43 per cent of ammonium nitrate, and 
has been shown to have fertilizing 
value nearly equal to that of sodium 
nitrate.
